Classification. 

I A. — MoDiimeDts which from their present condition and hidlorical or 
arcineologieal value ought to be maintained in permanent 
good repair and which are in po-:session or charge of Govern- 
tnent, or in respect of which Government mubt undertake the 
cost cf all measures of conservation. 

IIA. — Monuments whicli it is only now possiblo or desirable to save 
from further decay by such minor measures as the eradica- 
tion of vegetation, tiie exclusion of water from the walls, and 
the like, such being in possession or charge of Government or 
in respect of which GovernmeDt must undertake t!ie cost of 
such measure^:. 

IIIA. — Monuments in po session of private bodies or individuals 
which, from their present condition and historical or archaeo- 
logical value, ought to be maiiitaiued in permanent good repair. 

IVA, — Monuments in pos^C:sio:i of private bodies or individuals 
which it is only now ])ossible or desirable to save from 
further decay by such minor measures as tlie eradication of 
vegetation, the exclusion of w’atcr from the w alls and the like. 

For purposes of maintenance the classification is subdivided as fol- 
lows 

lA. (a) — Monuments, &e., to be kept in permanent good order by the 
Public Works Department in consultation with the Archaeo- 
logical Department. 

I A. (/>) — Monuments, etc., to be ke|)t in permanent good order by the 
Nazrtl Department, M ifuicipal, i.e. the Collector in consulta- 
tion with the Arehreological Department. 

I A. (c) — Monuments, &o,, to be kept in permanent good order by tlio 
outside Jfazul Department (Board of Revenue) iu consulta- 
tion with the Archaeological Department. 

IIA. (a) — Monuments which it is only now possible or desirable to 
save from further decay by minor meisures by the Public 
Works Departmerd. 

IIA. (6) — Monuments which it is only now possible or desirable to 
save from further decay by minor measur^.s by tlie JSazal 
Department, i.c. the Collector. 

IIA. (c) — Monuments which it is only now possible or desirable to 
save from further decay by minor measures by the outride 
Nazdl Department (Board of Revenue).
